Committee Extinguishes Pipe 
Plan for Taber Statue

In response to the Marion Board of Health's 
objection to a statue of Elizabeth Taber holding her 
smoking pipe, the Sippican Historical Society has decided 
to consider the board's request and extinguish the plan to 
include the pipe in the life-sized bronze statue of Marion's 
benefactor. 

In a letter to the Board of Health, Judith Rosbe, 
chair of the Celebrate Elizabeth Taber Statue Committee, 
acknowledged the board's concern that Taber's 
"signature" pipe, which was to be featured in Taber's 
hand as she sits on a bench at Bicentennial Park, might 
convey a negative message, especially to the children of 
Marion. 

"We certainly do not want to cause any negative 
controversy about our plan to honor Elizabeth Taber and 
all that she did for Marion," Rosbe wrote. "Therefore, we 
will discuss your request that we reconsider the design 
at our next board meeting on January 15, 2019. I suspect 
that because of your input, we will recommend a change 
in the design, so that she will hold something else in that 
hand (or maybe nothing at all) instead of a pipe." 

The Board of Health decided to send the letter 
to the Sippican Historical Society on December 11, as 
reported by The Wanderer in its December 13 edition. The 
letter, which expressed the board's objection to the pipe, 
read, "The Marion Board of Health has promulgated 
regulations banning smoking from all public places. ... 
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We feel that if [Taber] is depicted holding a pipe, it would 
not be compliant with the Marion Sanitary Code." 


AG Rejects Rochester's Cannabis 
Moratorium Extension

Attorney General Maura Healey has rejected 
Rochester's attempt to extend its temporary moratorium 
on adult-use cannabis; as a result, the AG's Office says 
Rochester's moratorium has expired and thus Rochester 
must immediately begin accepting applications for adult- 
use cannabis businesses. 

Rochester Town Meeting in May voted to adopt 
an article extending the temporary moratorium past its 
October 31, 2018 expiration until June 30, 2019. 

Healey had expressed in prior responses to other 
municipalities' marijuana moratorium extensions that 
it would not honor moratoria beyond the December 31, 
2018 date, saying that the time provided to municipalities 
in the Commonwealth was sufficient, which was stated 
in the AG's response to the Town of Egremont's adopted 
bylaw. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson 
acknowledged in a follow-up back in May that the 
Commonwealth would likely reject the moratorium 
extension, saying, "We'll give it a shot." 

The Town's original Temporary Moratorium 
on Marijuana Retail Sale Bylaw states that, during the 
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moratorium period, "the Town shall undertake a planning 
process to address the potential impacts of recreational 
marijuana in the Town, consider the regulations of the 
Cannabis Control Commission regarding recreational 
Marijuana and related uses, and shall consider adopting 
new Zoning Bylaws to address the impact and operation 
of Marijuana Retail Sale." 

However, since the original temporary 
moratorium was adopted at the May 22, 2017 Annual 
Town Meeting until the Town Meeting vote to extend the 
moratorium on May 21, 2018 one year later, the Town has 
not presented an appropriate zoning bylaw to regulate the 
siting of adult-use cannabis in Rochester. 

In the December 3 letter to the Town, Healey

wrote, "Because the final version of the Cannabis Control 
Commission (CCC) regulations ... were filed with the 
Secretary of State on March 9, 2018, it was reasonable 
in May 2017 for the Town to adopt a moratorium for 
a limited period of time to study the CCC regulations 
and develop zoning and other by-laws in light of the 
regulations. However, the Town has not provided, and 
we cannot discern, a legitimate zoning purpose for now 
extending the moratorium from October 31, 2018 to June 
30, 2019." It further states, "[T]he 'contingency' of no 
fall 2018 special town meeting does not appear to be a 
legitimate zoning purpose for the extension because the 
Board of Selectmen is empowered by statute to call a 
special town meeting at any time." 

"We just lost track of time, to be honest," Planning 
Board Chairman Arnie Johnson said during a follow-up 
on December 13. After he read Healey's letter rejecting 
Rochester's moratorium extension, Johnson said he 
crumpled it up and threw it away in anger. 

Having said that, though, Johnson summarized 
town counsel's consolation on the matter, saying that the 
process an applicant must undergo in order to acquire 
an adult-use cannabis license is rigorous and relatively 
lengthy. 

"And there hasn't been anyone that has filed yet," 
Johnson said. Town counsel has been checking and no one 
has filed for any permit in Rochester, so he feels pretty 
confident that, by the time they file and go through the 
state process and they approve it, that we would be close 
to Town Meeting (with a cannabis zoning bylaw) where 
the rejection of the extension of the moratorium becomes 
a moot point." 

Johnson pointed out that once the town clerk 
files the new bylaw with the AG's Office within 30 days 
of Town Meeting adjournment, the AG's Municipal Law 
Unit then has 90 days to issue a rejection or acceptance. 
The Town did not receive a response until December 3. 

"It went way past the 90 days," Johnson said. 
"Had they denied it right away perhaps we might have 
had to deal with [an adult-use cannabis operation] coming 
into town in a slightly unregulated way. We already had a 
rough draft, so we're not too far off base on it. We haven't

taken [the bylaw draft] up as a board, but we will. In 
January, we're going to start that process. We're going to 
probably end up creating an overlay district. 

"Them denying it at this point really doesn't 
matter," said Johnson. Still, Johnson continued, "We 
probably would've had the [cannabis bylaw] done, but 
this Green Communities thing kind of got thrown on 
our plate unexpectedly, so that took up a lot of our time. 
We've also got a lot of solar coming back in town that's 
probably going to file in the end of January/February, so 
we're going to get real busy real quick." 

In addition to Rochester's moratorium extension, 
Healey also rejected similar extension attempts for Natick 
and Plympton. 

Listen to the Mockingbird

The Northern mockingbird, formerly a southern 
bird, has now gradually increased its habitat northward 
to become a common year-round phenomenon to most 
of New England, with only a minor migration south for 
winter to be enjoyed as one of the true singers of our 
natural world. 

It is classified in Latin as Mimus polyglottos , 
meaning "many-tongued mimic," well-renowned for a 
vast vocabulary of up to 200 or more bird songs. Each 
tune is usually repeated from three to six times during 
the day, as well as at night during the mating season. It is 
believed that as the male expands his play list of songs, 
he becomes more attractive to females looking for a mate. 
Perhaps like the crooning of Bing Crosby and Frank 
Sinatra, its soothing moonlight performance might tend 
to provoke a prospective female's romantic reproductive 
inclination. 

Most people do not know that a mockingbird has 
also greatly adapted a similarly wide range of inanimate 
objects from man-made sounds around human beings. 

It can imitate loud laughter, the ring of an alarm clock, 
telephone ringtone, or doorbell, causing exasperation to 
anyone induced into trying to answer in response to one 
of these many false household alarms. 

Outdoors it can mimic a train whistle or a siren

such as Silver Bells or The Bells of St Mary's would be 
appropriate. We may never understand completely 
which sounds this bird selects to emulate or why, but two 
physical features of its ability to vocalize are worthy of 
explanation. 

The first clue may be in the composition and 
character of the song itself that can be easily adapted to 
the mockingbird's capacity of mimicry. As opposed to 
mammals where sound-producing membranes situated 
down in the throat near the lungs, the mockingbird has 
seven pairs of membrane muscles higher up in the syrinx 
where a vocal pitch surfaces and is sent through the tube 
of the windpipe acting like the horn of a trumpet. Thus, 
what enters the ear is perceived loud and clear from the 
surface voice box that resonates the true quality of sound. 

Before the Migratory Bird Treaty of 1918, young 
mockingbirds were taken from the nest and sold for 
domestication like parrots or parakeets, endangering their 
dwindling population in the south. But the quality of their 
songs did not come close to those raised in the wild. 

Charles Darwin remarked on how the 
mockingbird developed such a remarkably broad 
vocabulary in its own evolution of species. Native 
American Choctaws called it hushi balbaha, "the bird 
that speaks a foreign tongue." This ability has inspired 
countless popular songs, lullabies, paintings, poems, and 
literature. One of the most recognizable is the song and 
title of this article "Listen to the Mocking Bird," its tune

Citizens Petition for Cannabis Ban Article 

Marion Board of Selectmen 

By Jean Perry 

Thirty Marion residents have put their signatures 
on a Citizen Petition requesting an article be placed 
on the 2019 Annual Town Meeting warrant calling for 
a prohibition of adult use cannabis establishments in 
Marion. 

This prohibition would include establishments 
that sell, distribute, cultivate, process, or package 
cannabis in any form. 

Submitted by Henry Mauro of 19 Ichabod Lane, 
the petition was time stamped by the Town Clerk's Office 
on November 8, but not introduced to the Marion Board 
of Selectmen's agenda under the correspondence section 
until the December 18 meeting. The petition, however, 
was not discussed during the meeting. 

A citizen petition requires a minimum of 10 
verified signatures from registered voters for the Annual 
Town Meeting warrant. 

Adding an article to the Town Meeting warrant 
is the first step Marion would need to take towards 
prohibiting adult use cannabis operations in town, 
given that voters approved the legalization of adult use 
marijuana by a narrow margin during the November 2016 
state election. If voters adopt the article at Town Meeting, 
then the matter must move forward as a ballot question 
on the Annual Election ballot before prohibition is official.

Should the processing, cultivation, and sale of 
adult use cannabis products be banned in Marion, use 
of marijuana products remains legal, and adult residents 
would still be allowed to cultivate up to six plants per 
adult for a maximum of 12 cannabis plants per household 
for personal use. 

Medical marijuana establishments would remain 
legal in Marion, but are restricted to the Marijuana Zoning 
Bylaw designated area, the Limited Industrial Zone 
located near the Sippican Industrial Park off Route 6. 

In other news, the selectmen have authorized 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson to request a Reserve 
Fund Transfer from the Finance Committee for $6,000 to 
engage Weston & Sampson in a contract to explore solid

waste and recycling options for the Town. 

Temporary Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Jon Henry initiated the discussion with 
representatives from Weston & Sampson, with verbal 
support from Selectmen Jon Waterman and Randy 
Parker. Henry asked, should the Town outsource its trash 
collection and where should the solid waste be disposed 
of once the Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District (CMWRRDD) contract with SEMASS 
expires at the close of 2020? 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Norm Hills was 
concerned about redundancy, given that the CMWRRDD 
just hired a new executive director to explore these very 
options, but Parker felt the board should be leading this

matter, saying, ''Two years is a short time." 

"Having an engineer on board along the way, as 
a tool for them," said Parker. "It'll give us a little lead on 
what we should be doing. ... Two years municipal time is 
tomorrow." 

But the CMWRRDD does have a contract to 
honor. Hills pointed out. "But it doesn't hurt to have a 
backup plan," said Parker. "We need some leverage." 

"I think it's a good investment for us without 
committing," said Waterman. "I'm not convinced there's 
benefits to sticking with the CMW long term." 

"I think it's a tool that will actually pay a 
dividend in the end and keep us ahead of the curve," said 
Parker. 

There are several options the Town could adopt, 
said Waterman, including buying a new truck for waste 
collection, outsource curbside collection, or privatize. 

"Any option voters will need to approve and 
maybe seek an override," said Waterman. 

"Any of those options are going to cost the voter more 
money." He later said, "Maybe the CMW's the best way 
to go long term, but we also have to think, is there an 
alternative ... and what does that look like?" 

"We're not gonna make the ultimate decision; 
the voters are going to make the ultimate decision," said 
Parker. 

"I think it does have to be based on voter 
feedback," Waterman said.

BOS Considers Action Against Repeat 
Kennel Offender 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Residents report that things had been quiet for 
well over two years now since their neighbor Liberal 
Teixeira's kennel license was revoked by the Town, 
essentially putting an end to the incessant barking that 
prompted repeated complaints since 2013. 

But that was then, and with a revival of dogs 
incessantly barking at the property, neighbors have 
lodged new complaints leading the Town to believe that 
Teixeira is back to breeding dogs, this time without a 
permit. 

Several neighbors attended the Rochester Board 
of Selectmen meeting on December 17 to give sworn 
statements on what they have witnessed at Teixeira's 
property, 368 North Avenue, but Teixeira did not. Town 
Counsel Blair Bailey, in communicating with police and 
animal control, concluded that Teixeira is breeding Vizsla 
puppies against the Board of Selectmen's orders, which

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were upheld in court in 2015. 

Three female dogs are licensed to the property. 
Town Clerk Naida Parker confirmed, which is allowed 
in the Town's dog law. However, if Teixeira is keeping a 
kennel as the Town suspects, he would be in violation. 

Neighbor Alan Boling says the noise is 
continuous. "The dogs bark day and night. It's 
continuous, even up until this week," Boling said. "You 
get up in the morning ... it's just a riot of dogs barking. 
They bark at night and it's just frustrating. It seems like 
nothing can be done about it: it's just constant." It may 
not be every day, he later said, "But when it happens, it 
happens a lot. It's just constant noise. It's just not right." 

Neighbor Robert Lacroix said he lives across the 
street and "we know for a fact that he's been breeding 
dogs." 

Donna Medeiros said there are at least three or 
four dogs, "and I'm sure there's some in the house, some 
in the basement." 

Police Chief Robert Small said Teixeira allowed 
the animal control officer to inspect the property and that 
the number of dogs present and the ages of the dogs are 
not in compliance with the licensing guidelines. 

Rosemary Boling said when the dogs 
were removed from the property back in 2015, the 
neighborhood was quiet. "This summer I could hear the 
dogs and I actually spoke to someone who was going 
into the house." She said she told them, "I hope you're

not raising dogs again because the noise is becoming 
unbearable." 

Boling recalled one morning this summer when 
a litter of puppies was running down North Avenue and 
someone stopped to collect the puppies and put them out 
back. A little while later, she testified, the puppies had 
again escaped and were running in the road. 

A police officer responded and someone at the 
property explained that the lock on the gate had been 
broken. 

"It's a kennel again," said Medeiros. 

Bailey said it appears as though Teixeira is 
running a breeding operation with an address based in 
New Bedford, but tied to the North Avenue property, a 
violation of the prior order. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Greenwood 
"Woody" Hartley acknowledged that Teixeira had been 
notified of the dog hearing and chose not to attend that 
evening. 

"He had the opportunity to come tonight," sighed 

Hartley. 

"It would appear as though Mr. Teixeira has 
pretty much ignored the court orders and the court 
upholding," said Selectman Brad Morse. 

"The concern we have is, we are going back to 
that point where we were before," said Bailey. 

Morse recommended the board close the public 
hearing, "and I think we should move forward with a

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course of action." 

The board closed the hearing to take the matter 
under advisement and will announce at its January 7 
meeting whether it will take legal action against Teixeira. 

In other business, the board decided to move 
forward in making the fire chief position a full-time 
position. According to Hartley, the responsibilities related 
to training, record keeping, and inspections is "growing 
exponentially," and Hartley added, "It is really impossible 
for a part-time leader to keep up." 

The Town will follow the usual hiring procedure 
by updating the job description, posting the position 
in-house, and having a hiring committee consider the 
candidates. 

"There is not a rush on this," said Hartley. "It's a 
big move for the Town: it's a big community, a long-term 
commitment. I think it's appropriate that we move ahead. 

... We have more than one person who could probably 
qualify." 

The board signed the municipal water agreement 
with Middleboro, which will extend a water main to the 
Annie Maxim House on North Avenue. 

The board appointed Brad Correia and Daniel 
Hartley to the Agricultural Commission, bringing the 
total number of sitting members to three. There are still 
four vacancies left on the commission. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for January 7 at 6:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Land Trust Path Improvements Approved 

Marion Conservation Commission

The executive director of the Sippican Lands Trust 
(SLT) returned to the Marion Conservation Commission 
on December 12 to take another shot at a proposal to 
improve the popular trail to Brainard Marsh on Delano 
Road. 

Jim Bride revisited the proposal he had made 
at the previous meeting of the commission, suggesting 
this evening that the Trust would use wooden walkways 
instead of stone to improve sections of the path to 
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Dr. Besancon, a board-certified small animal surgeon, with over 20 years of experience 
performing a broad range of soft tissue and orthopedic surgeries.

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Brainard Marsh. Bride proposed installing 26 12-foot 
sections totaling 312 feet, through the wettest portions of 
the trail. 

The walkways will be 29 inches wide, made of 
2-inch by 10-inch pressure-treated planks, held together 
by 2-inch by 4-inch cleats, anchored to the ground by a 
metal stake with a 10-foot line to prevent the walkways 
from being washed away in a major flood event. 

Vice Chairman Shaun Walsh observed that a 
storm surge in the location of the walkway probably 
would not be enough to impact the wooden sections. 
Walsh confirmed with Bride that the sections would be 
raised approximately 2 inches off the ground. 

Chairman Jeff Doubrava reiterated the 
commission's previous concern about any stone 
being used for the project; when issuing the Negative 
determination for the project, the commission stated 
only woodchips could be used for leveling the walkway 
sections. 

In other matters, the commission heard a 
summary of the report by Brandon Faneuf for the 
Severance property on Front Street. Faneuf reported 
that growth of wetland vegetation was successful, with 
winterberry and other wetland plants thriving. He 
intends to develop an Amended Order of Conditions for 
this parcel in the coming months. 

The Dejesus property was another story on 
which, at the direction of the landscaper consultant for 


the property owner, nothing had been planted. Faneuf 
implored the commission to be patient, and guaranteed 
that plantings on the parcel would be done by May 2019. 

Doubrava raised the possibility of a violation 
of the conservation restriction at The Cove, held by 
the commission, where a fence was installed on what 
appeared to be restricted land. A new member of 
the board of The Cove, Kathy Reed, addressed the 
commission and explained the motive behind the 
installation of the fence. 

As a result of recent storms, trees that had 
formerly shielded the homes of residents at The Cove 
from car headlights had been destroyed. The Cove had 
installed the fence this past September. 

Doubrava underscored the paragraph in the 
restriction that states that the grantee has the discretion 
to determine if the construction of a permanent or 
temporary structure should be allowed if it is determined 
to be necessary or desirable in the best interests of the 
permissible uses of the premises. Walsh asked that the 
commission discuss the issue at a future meeting so that 
he and other commissioners may have time to more 
closely review the document. 

The commission reviewed and issued an Order 
of Conditions for a Notice of Intent filed by Michael 
Vareika for lots located at 122 Register Road, on which it 
is proposed to remove and trim trees and shrubs adjacent 
to the existing dwelling. Doubrava suggested that the 
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stumps of any trees located within the 15 foot "No 
Activity Zone" or adjacent to the wetland should be left in 
place or ground down. He also informed the board that an 
extension to an existing Order of Conditions on a septic 
replacement for the same address is on the commission's 
agenda for January 

The commission issued a Negative determination 
for Request for Determination of Applicability (RDA) 
by Jim Forker, represented this evening by his architect 
Ben Gifford, to add three sonotubes for support under a 
"bump out" for a revised stair and porch on an existing 
dwelling at 35 Spring Street. 

Jay Feeney received a Negative determination for 
his RDA to demolish a house and reseed the site located 


at 270 Delano Road, provided that siltation barriers 
are installed between the areas of disturbance and the 
Weweantic River. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is yet to be determined. 

Rochester Bracing for Large-Scale 
Affordable Housing 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Before opening any public hearings, Rochester 
Zoning Board of Appeals Chairman Richard Cutler let 
fellow ZBA members know that he has become aware of a 
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large-scale affordable housing development entering the 
pipeline early next year. 

The 208-unit affordable housing development 
slated for the corner of Routes 58 and 28 would be 
classified as a Chapter 40R development, which Cutler 
referred to as a "friendly 40B." 

Although Cutler had no specific details of the 
proposal, during a follow-up with The Wanderer on 
Monday, Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson offered 
up some information - and some reassurance, as well. 

First, what is a Chapter 40R and how does it 
differ from a Chapter 40B? The state's Chapter 40B law 
gives developers more flexible standards to avoid stricter 
local zoning requirements in order to encourage further 
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development of affordable housing in municipalities. 

At least 20-25 percent of the units must be designated as 
affordable, and in towns that have not yet met the state's 
mandated 10 percent year-round affordable housing 
minimum, a developer can appeal a Zoning Board of 
Appeals' denial of the plan and, as long as there are no 
safety or health concerns with the proposal, the state may 
overrule the town's decision. 

With a 40R, Town Meeting would adopt a Smart 
Growth Zoning Overlay District either as-of-right or 
through a limited site plan review process with the 
Planning Board. Upon approval, the town becomes 
eligible for Chapter 40R payments and financial incentives 
to offset the costs related to an increase in demand of 
municipal services. The developer must also adhere to 
local building requirements and guidelines for design 
and aesthetics within the Smart Growth Zoning Overlay 
District Bylaw. 

"For the Town's support for the local initiative 
petition, they get a one-time amount of money for impact 
on services," Johnson said, and possibly additional 
funds from the state to help offset the increased cost of 
education. 

The one-time sum for a 208-unit 40R development 
would be $350,000, with an additional $3,000 per unit for a 
total of $974,000, not including property taxes. With a 40B 
project, that one-time sum would be $0. 

"We've been meeting with them for a while 
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now," Johnson added. "I think it's important to know 
the difference between a 40R and a 40B, and I think it's 
important that we understand the situation where, if we 
don't do the 40R, we're probably gonna have to do a 40B." 

Johnson says he is somewhat concerned about the 
public's response to the news of the proposed 40R since 
misinformation is bound to circulate, which is why he 
wants to emphasize the distinction between a 40B and a 
40R. 

With Chapter 40R, there is more local control and 
a financial incentive, while a 40B is as-of-right with no 
financial incentive. Furthermore, Johnson said, unlike the 
40B in Marion that selects its inhabitants via lottery and 
provides for low-income housing, a 40R has a different 
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rental application process for an income bracket of low-to 
moderate-income households and can grant preference 
to local residents. A 40R also allows for a mix use of 
residential and commercial. 

As for the plan, Johnson said the development 
would consist of four apartment buildings placed behind 
the gas station at the corner of Routes 58 and 28. The 
property behind the housing development would be 
reserved for general commercial and light industrial, 
he said, and the state dictates the number of bedrooms 
allowed - 10 percent three-bedroom, and the rest two- or 
one-bedroom apartments. 

Residents might not be entirely thrilled with the 
prospect of a 40R, Johnson said, but "If it's not a 40R, it's

going to be a 40B," he stated. 

"If it's gonna be built," said Cutler, "that's the 
best place for it." 

Johnson said the Planning Board would hold 
a joint meeting with the Board of Selectmen in January 
to discuss the 40R proposal and an article for a Smart 
Growth Zoning Overlay District for the Annual Town 
Meeting warrant. 

In other matters, it is uncertain if Steven and 
Jennifer Proffit of 514 Snipatuit Road will receive a 
Special Permit to enclose the breezeway linking a garage / 
guesthouse with the main house in order to provide ailing 
in-laws with a habitable place to live. 

Attorney Gerald Johnson, on behalf of the 
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applicants, suggested linking the garage/guesthouse 
to the house with an enclosed hallway would not be a 
detriment to the neighborhood, saying, "I don't think 
it affects anybody else's welfare. ... [The proposal] is 
in harmony with the general ... intent of the Rochester 
bylaws." 

Cutler pointed out the lengthy history to this 
property and the garage and breezeway, which stretches 
back to prior owners of the property who were restricted 
to the open breezeway to avoid a garage habitation 
situation that would present as having two houses on one 
lot, which is prohibited. The guesthouse, however, would 
have no kitchen, and would be used only as a place for 
the temporary inhabitants to retire for the evening. 

The Prof fits say they will use the garage's upstairs 
guesthouse as a workshop in the future after the proposed 
guesthouse use, and the footprint of the structures would 
not change. 

"The issue I'm having is that, independent of 
who is sitting here in front of us, this is a self-created 
hardship," Cutler said. "And even though the motive is 
good, having the in-laws staying here while ill, this still 
leaves two houses on the lot... and then what? There will 
always be two houses on the lot and that's very contrary 
to what our bylaws are indicating." 

Cutler later stated that he couldn't remember a 
time when the board has ever approved two houses on 
one lot. 

Plus, given the history, ZBA member David 
Arancio said, "If it is the choice of this board to grant 
relief, how to do that in a manner that is fair to not only 
the bylaws [and] the applicant, but to people in the 
inspection process?" 

The hearing was continued until January 10 so the 
Proffits could submit a floorplan of the current structure 
and the proposal of what is planned. 

The public hearing for Erik and Sue Morad of 
552 Snipatuit Road was continued until January 10. The 
Morads seek a Variance for a garage over 1,000 square 
feet, which will later be converted into a single-family 
house and the existing house would be demolished. 

The hearing, continued from the last meeting, should be 
wrapped up in January, said Cutler. 

"We'd like to see this move forward: we just 
want to make sure the language is correct," said Cutler. "I 
guarantee we will have something for you then." 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for January 10 at 7:15 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Nightmare Before Christmas - 
Brandt Point Village 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

The report came late in the evening's agenda, the 
December 17 Mattapoisett Planning Board agenda, that is. 
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The report in question was the peer review update from 
Ken Motta of Field Engineering regarding the oft times 
troubled Brandt Point Village subdivision. 

The chapters in this construction project's story 
could read like a Tim Burton movie - multi-layered, 
surprising twists and turns, at times dark, and with 
numerous characters. But the reality for the homeowners 
living in Phase 1 of the project is more troubling then 
fiction. After years of promises from owners and 
developers, there are still some 20 line items of incomplete 
to-dos on Phase 1. 

Yet it was a very quiet update indeed, as no 
one was present representing the developer, Armand 
Cotelleso, or financier Marc Marcus of Omega Financial, 
the latest in a long line of prime movers who have carved 
through acres of woodlands attempting to build out a 
subdivision that would meet market expectations and the 
Town's regulations. 

On this night, the Planning Board members 
silently read Motta's two-page report that noted a few 
items had been completed such as repair to broken 
concrete, while other more significant issues remained 
open-ended, like the condition of the community's septic 
system. 

In October 2018, a frustrated Planning Board 
called in the $1.5 million surety Marcus had put up in 
2016 after the developer continually failed to complete 
work on Phase 1 as scheduled and failed to show up for

Chairman Tom Tucker thought that action had 
"lit a fire under" them and inspired some of the work that 
they now noted as complete. But Tucker also mentioned 
the need to stay on top of the project, especially as Phase 2 
build-out begins. 

"Some of those homes look rather large," 

Tucker said as he reminded the board members that the 
bedroom count for the entire project stood at 90, but that 
it appeared a "den" feature might be ultimately used as 
a third bedroom. He said again that the Planning Board 
would have to "keep an eye on the bedroom count." 

Present on an unrelated matter was a resident of 
Phase 1, Derek Tavares of 3 Nantucket Drive, who sought 
and received permission for a Form A Approval Not 
Required as he plans to purchase an adjoining vacant lot 
for the purpose of expanding his outdoor space. Tavares 
confirmed that homes in Phase 2 were being marketed 
at upwards of $450,000, a princely sum for a mere two- 
bedroom home. 

The board members concurred that they did not 
expect much work to take place over the winter months, 
nor would Motta be providing another report until 
sometime in early 2019. 

Earlier in the evening, Scott Snow, applicant for a 
new subdivision proposal named Eldridge Estates located 
off 8 Prospect Road, was represented by Richard Rheaume 
of Prime Engineering, who presented an update on the 
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project. This meeting was an informal discussion followed 
by a request for a time extension since the project 
had evolved over the prior months and the original 
application was now drawing to a close. 

Previously, Snow has proposed a two-lot 
subdivision that would also have included two existing 
structures. Now the project featured three new lots along 
with the two existing lots for a total of five residential lots. 

Rheaume said that the homes would be serviced 
by public water and sewer, that sewer stubs were 
already in place, and that there would be a turn-around 
at the end of a private driveway in accordance with the 
requirements of emergency vehicles. 

Tucker told Rheaume that when he returned to 
the Planning Board with a new plan of record, he must 
also have letters from the Police and Fire Departments 
that confirmed acceptance of the driveway configuration. 

There was a rather long discussion about the 
timing of Snow's return to the Planning Board with 
completed plans and other necessary documentation. 

With holiday closures and press deadlines, Rheaume was 
unsure if the timing would work for his client. In the end 
it was determined that an extension would be granted 
until February 4, at which time Rheaume would have to 
ask for a second extension until February 21. 

There was also discussion about an appropriate 
water flow study procedure to utilize when calculating 
stormwater runoff. In the end it was determined that the 
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Town's peer review consultant would weigh in on that 
aspect of the project. 

The request for a continuation until February 4 
was granted. 

Also coming before the Planning Board was Dave 
Andrews of The Bay Club with an update on roadwork 
within the massive subdivision as at least one roadway 
covenant was nearing its expiration date. The board was 
satisfied with the information, which included Andrews 
noting that one section of a newly created neighborhood 
would take four years for completion. 

"We had thought it would be a 10-year project, 
but it's nearer to 20," Andrews chuckled. 

Of the 189 homes allowed under the permit for 
the entire build-out, to date some 114 residences have 
been constructed, Andrews estimated. 

Planning Board member Janice Robbins casually 
brought up the topic of marijuana bylaws, asking 
Planning Board Administrator Mary Crain if the board 
had authority to set permitting fees. Crain said she 
believed that to be the case, but would verify it with Town 
Counsel. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for January 7 at 7:00 pm in the Town 
Hall conference room. 

Borrego Solar Project Continued Again 

Rochester Conservation Commission

Before hearing the cases on a rather light pre¬ 
holiday agenda on December 18, Rochester Conservation 
Commission Chairman Michael Conway said he had 
a few comments to make regarding one of the board 
members - Laurene Gerrior. 

Conway said it was Gerrior's last night as a 
commissioner as she is relocating to Middleboro. He went 
on to express gratitude for Gerrior's many years of service 
to the community, which include being a Conservation 
Commission member since 2009, as well as working on 
the Open Space Committee, Historical Commission, 
Rochester Land Trust, and Cultural Council. 

Gerrior said that she'll be taking a year off from 
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volunteering before filling her evenings with meetings in 
her new location. 

Then it was onto the business at hand. 

First up and taking up the majority of the meeting 
was a continued public hearing for an Abbreviated 
Notice of Resource Area Delineation filed by Steve Longo 
of Borrego Solar System, Inc. for property located at 
75 Vaughan Hill Road. The property owner is Kiriakos 
Rentumis. 

If Longo believed that this meeting would wrap 
up this portion of the proposed solar project, that belief 
was shattered when abutter Daniel MacGregor, 91 Vaughn 
Hill Road, questioned the location and number of vernal 
pools being reported. 

There ensued a lively discussion of methods 
used by Longo's engineering team to find and map all 
wetland and jurisdictional features on the property, 
with MacGregor asserting that some things had been 
missed. MacGregor said that the location of wetlands 
was important because it would impact the number and 
location of solar panels, including those that might be 
placed close to his home. 

Rochester Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon 
said, "We've been at this for a while, it's a big site," and 
while she said she had confidence in Longo's report 
and mapping, she also acknowledged that now was the 
time to ferret out any and all issues. "This is why we re¬ 
advertised and notified abutters again," she said while 
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adding, "We've been over this with a fine-tooth comb to 
ensure nothing was missed." 

Conway suggested that MacGregor and Longo 
walk the site together to find any inconsistencies between 
the two parties. Longo commented many times during 
the discussion, saying, "Ours is correct," adding that tax 
maps were wrong, if that was what MacGregor had based 
his opinions on. 

In the end it was determined that the hearing 
would be continued until January 15 and that Longo 
would provide MacGregor with documentation and 
mapping used to support the wetland delineation report 
he had defended. 

In other matters, a Certificate of Compliance 
requested by Decas Real Estate Trust for 15 Cranberry 
Highway was continued until January 15. 

Two other requests for Certificates of Compliance 

- one requested by Michael Williams, 692 Walnut Plain 
Road, and another by Sonia Amaral, 28 Snows Pond Road 

- were granted. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for January 15 at 7:00 pm in the 
Rochester Town Hall meeting room. 

Planning Board Proposes Full-Time Planner 

Marion Planning Board

With little else on the agenda a week before 
Christmas, the Marion Planning Board dispensed 
quickly with most of their budget discussions and spent 
the meeting discussing the town planner position on 
December 17. 

Board member and Selectman Norm Hills began 
the discussion saying, "[There is] no point in changing 
the numbers from last year," in the section of the budget 
labeled Planning Board expenses, which includes 
advertising, consulting, office, and travel expenses. 
However, Hills informed the board that the line item 
titled "Planning Board wages" would be expended by 
June 2019. Hills noted that the goal when the position was 
created was for the position to evolve to full time. 

The board agreed that the current planner, Gil 
Hilario, who has been in the 16-hour-a-week position 
for two years, has been extremely helpful to other Town 
boards and departments writing grants, supporting 
the Master Plan, and shepherding the Town's Green 
Communities application process. Hills proposed that 
the board request $53,000 for the full-time position, using 
$1,000 of the amount for "wiggle room." 

When board member Kristen Saint Don-Campbell 
asked if Hilario, who was not in attendance this evening, 
was interested in a full-time position, board Chairman 
Will Saltonstall said that he had spoken with him. 

Hilario's hope, Saltonstall said, was that the position 
would become full-time. 

Upon review of a progress report Hilario 
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provided to the board, Saltonstall said, "[It's] clear 
[Hilario] is doing more than what the 16 hours we are 
paying for." He then added that the board should make a 
distinction between Hilario and the position, and focus on 
the need of the Town for the position. This idea proved to 
be quite difficult, as each member began their comments 
speaking generally, but inevitably the discussion would 
turn again to the accolades of Hilario and his effectiveness 
in the position. 

Board member Andrew Daniel expressed his 
support of Hilario, saying, "I believe in paying a person 
what they are worth. ... I believe it already is a full-time 
position, [he's] just not being compensated for it." Daniel 
enumerated Hilario's benefits to the Town, citing the 
$142,000 Green Communities Act grant and his initiative 
to make the town ADA compliant, a topic close to Daniel's 
heart. 

Saint Don-Campbell noted Hilario's help to the 
smaller entities in town including the Marion Cultural 
Council. Saltonstall floated the idea that Hilario be 
paid by the budgets of different departments, since he 
contributes to different projects. And board member 
Eileen Marum spoke highly of Hilario and his ability to 
work well with others, and his dedication to his work, 
saying, "I think there is a place for a full-time planner in 
Marion." 

Member Chris Collings, attending remotely via 
speakerphone, broke the issue down to a simple question 
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of economics, reminding the board to separate the 
position from the person and to "think creatively." 

If [the Town hired a sub-contractor] at $20 or $25 
an hour, we'd be way past the $53,000," Collings said. 
"He should be compensated appropriately. [Hilario's] ... 
responsibilities justify a full-time town planner position." 

The board voted unanimously to increase the 
Planner Wages line item to $53,000 and describe it as 
full-time in the proposed Planning Board budget. Saint 
Don-Campbell offered to use her experience in human 
resources to help develop the job description. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for January 7 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House.

I have 3 cats and one of them isn't using the litter box 
consistently. I clean the box every few days and have 
a covered box nicely enclosed in a closet. Is one of my 
cats sick? 

It's amazing that your cats have put up with your 
litter box behavior. There should be 1 box per indoor 
cat so you need 2 more boxes. The boxes should be 
cleaned daily at the very least. Cats in general do 
not like covered boxes. Get rid of the cover. Cats also 
prefer boxes to be as out in the open as possible so they 
don't feel trapped going in or out. There should be 2 
or 3 ways for the cat to get out of the box. In general, 
cats prefer clumping litter as well. Stay with one that 
works and don't get fooled into buying whatever is on 
sale.

In Lars von Trier's traumatizing serial-killer 
epic The House That Jack Built , the murders have a rough

to his prey, if only to keep up appearances. A textbook 
sociopath. Jack has photos of various facial expressions 
pasted around a mirror, so he can practice looking human. 
He is human, though; the moments when he's trying to 
manipulate his way into a house, or holding forth before 
the mutilation begins, show us the cracks in his mask of 
insanity. Somewhere in there, seen only in fragments, is 
someone capable of compassion, staring out with horror. 

The point of the film, I gather, is to draw a 
connection between Jack the fictional ripper and von 
Trier the supposedly amoral artist — and, by extension, 
between the acts of destruction and creation. Both leave 
a mark on the world, even if a mark of erasure, and Jack 
takes it a step further by trying to transform murder into 
art — sculpting corpses into tableaux of ruin and decay. 

Of all the atrocities we witness, possibly the ghastliest is 
what Jack does to the face of a frowning little boy who, in 
life, was nicknamed Grumpy. I'll never forget that sight, 
and moments like it are why horror fans have gravitated 
eagerly to The House That Jack Built — they find a new 
way to shock, to show us fear in a handful of meat. But 
for the most part what they're going to get is a sermon on 
art and morality before they get the gory donut. 

The version of the film most Americans will 
see (until the director's cut is allowed to be released in 
America sometime next year) is R-rated, and missing a 
minute or so of footage involving the shooting of children 
and a nonconsensual mastectomy. Whether we think we 
or anyone need to see these things is beside the point; 
this muted version removes taboos that had strengthened 
the film's punch as a work of Juvenalian satire. The House 
That Jack Built turns out to be a movie very much of this 
fraught, bifurcated moment. The wearing of red baseball 



caps in a key scene may provide a clue. Anyway, the 
trimmed version is mainly intact, though I recommend it 
for the most part only to von Trier fans, who seem to have 
greater tolerance for the Danish maestro's games than 
most Western critics. 

The movie is literarily structured into five 
"incidents" and an epilogue ("Katabasis"). The 
"incidents" almost all feature Jack singling out some 
woman — he usually happens on them randomly — 
and bringing the pain. He's not especially slick at it; he 
bumbles through the first killings we see, stashing the 
remains in his walk-in freezer. He takes on the nom de 
meutre "Mr. Sophistication," mailing the newspapers 
photos of his work as David Bowie's "Fame" comments 
somewhat obviously on his ambitions. He talks to an 
unseen man, known as Verge (Bruno Ganz), who listens 
to Jack's self-justifying monologues half-heartedly having 
heard speeches like them many times before. Jack is being 
led to Hell, and feels the need to explain himself on the 
way. 

The House That Jack Built — immaculately acted, 
by the way, especially by cold-eyed Dillon and by 
Siobhan Fallon Hogan in the film's most wounding but 
least gruesome "incident" — is enough of an evocative 
art-house exhibit to be about whatever you want it to be 
about. Jack's hobbies and trophies could sensibly be read 
as the horrific logical extension of white male privilege, 
and its ultimate destination might make this von Trier's 
most cheerful film in quite a while. Maybe Jack can kill 
with impunity — though not forever — and maybe, as he 
shouts, "nobody wants to help," but that doesn't mean 
no consequences. By the end, when we see the end result 
of Jack's hoarding of his victims, we understand that we 
have left the realm of the literal — if we were ever in it 
— and entered the twistier dreamland of metaphor, icon, 
myth. We recall the sorrowful, stinging tone of von Trier's 
previous fables about America, and we understand we all 
live in Jack's house.
